"WARSAW, Dec. 16 — President 


Gabriel Narutowicz of the republic 
of Poland was assassinated today. 
He was elected one -weels: ago to- 
day, being the first president of the 
republic. 


President Narutowicz vras shot to 


death at the opening of an art ex- 
hibition. Three shots were fired, 
all entering the president's body. 
Death was almost instantaneous. 
The assassin rras arrested on the 
scene. He sa-Id his name was Xied- 
•wacinski, and that he was an artist. 
He said that he had been inspired 
to Mil the president because he 
believed it best 


News of the assassination caused 


a tremendous stir thrnout the city 
and clashes were threatened be- 
tween political leaders and factions. 


The election of M. Narutowicz 


(who formerly served as foreign 
minister) brot to a head a political 
storm that .had long been gathering 
In Poland. President Narutowicz 
•was accused by his foes of having 
been elects by non-Polish votes.

MONG the most common of human ailments are 
defects in the teeth. We know a lot more about 
all physical defects since the late war.

poor teeth. Even the children are almost as badly off.

manity and policy.
